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Children Are Learning New Skills 
In Fun, Cooperative Atmosphere

Enrich ment—adding new 
experiences and new ideas 
about what possibilities are 
waiting in the world around 
them—that is the central 
focus of the after-school pro¬ 
gram for children in Green- 
belt Center School. Set up 
by Dr. John Van Schoonho- 
ven, Center’s principal, pri¬ 
marily as a way to meet the 
needs of children who come 
to the school from a drug-in¬ 
fested neighborhood in 
Washington Heights (but 
open to all children at Cen¬ 
ter School), the program fo¬ 
cuses “about 10%,” accord¬ 
ing to its director, Dr. Jo 
Anne Favors, on teaching 
children to recognize and a- 
void drugs. For these 
young children, the mes¬ 
sages need to be “strong, 
fast, and short,” she says. 

The other 90% of the children's 
time—the more important part, 
she says—is spent in learning 
how many interesting things 
there are to do and what possi¬ 
bilities may exist for the child¬ 
ren’s lives in the future. It’s in¬ 
credible what so many of these 
children don't know, she points 
out. 

New Skills 

For example, when they were 
offered the opportunity to play 
table tennis, most had no idea 
of the rules for this popular 
game. Many did not even know 
that the game had rules. So 
learning the rules and developing 
the skills that make the game 
enjoyable were important new ex¬ 
periences for many of the young¬ 
sters. 

During the summer, a number 
of the older children were bused 
over to the Fair Lanes Bowling 
Center on U.S 1 to learn another 
new game. They found rules there 
too—and new skills, such as 
arithmetic (for keening score) 
which could be practiced in an at¬ 
mosphere of fun. The children 
also learned how to cooperate— 
how to play as teams. Best of 
all, at summer’s end the district 
manager for the franchise held 
a bowling party for all the child¬ 
ren. 

Various sports, including bas¬ 
ketball, are an important com¬ 
ponent of the program. During 
the summer, 25 children went 
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regularly to the swimming pool 
next door, where each child got 
to swim at least once a week. At 
the sumimer’s end, an olynrmic 
program was held to showcase 
the student athletes, with prizes 
for winners donated by a group 
of black attorneys with the U.S. 
Department of Justice. Every 
child attending also got a prize 
to take home. 

Clubs 

Other activities have been de¬ 
veloped in clubs. There was a 
club for cooking, another for 
jazz dancing. Last spring, a dra¬ 
ma group entertained the whole 
crowd, including many parents, 
with a play the children devel¬ 
oped. This year they hone to 
work on television productions 
and prepare videos to watch 
themselves in action. Another 
group works with arts and crafts. 

Dr. Favors particularly stres¬ 
ses the importance in this pro¬ 
gram of ways to learn about the 
contributions of black peonle. a 
topic usually omitted in conven¬ 
tual school classes. She is con¬ 
cerned that the black children 
have their imaginations stirred 
about possibilities for their own 
lives. Thus they participated in 
a program on black cowboys, for 
example, and another on black 
music. 

Surprisingly, perhaps, a num¬ 
ber of the boys elected to join 
the cooking club .which is a good 
place to learn things about nu¬ 
trition. During the summer a 
group of children were bused to 
the Bettsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center, off Soil Conserva¬ 
tion Road, to plant their own 
garden. There a professional 
from the farm helped them to 
prepare the soil and do the 
planting. They learned a great 


deal about the roles of water, sun 
and soil in helping a garden to 
flourish. This fall Dr. Favors 
plans to hold a harvesting festi¬ 
val These experiences, she hopes, 
will open up career ideas for 
some of the children within the 
food industry. 

Field trips have been another 
way to offer enriching experienc¬ 
es to children in the program. 
During the summer they visited 
the Patuxent Wildlife Center and 
the Oxon Hill Children’s Farm. 
They also held a picnic at Green- 
belt Lake. 

Staffing 

Dr. Favors directs a staff this 
fall of four psychological coun¬ 
selors, to w'hom she hones to add 
two more; nine activity assist¬ 
ants; and a person who serves as 
secretary and health aide. In ad¬ 
dition, she emnhasizes the import¬ 
ance of volunteers—both as role 
models and for the enrichment 
offerings they ran makp. A^ r 
hobby could, of course, make a 
rewarding aetiv ; ty to share with 
these children who have so much 
to learn. 

She is encouraged that the 
black lawyers’ group plans a«-ain 
to participate—in various ways 
not yet worked out-—some per¬ 
haps as tutors, some as mentors, 
some leading special activities. 
They are also providing books on 
black experience. The nearby 4-H 
council will also help by making 
curricular materials available 
and by providing resource people 
on science projects, on survival 
skills, and on handling money. 

The after-school assistants are 
also meeting regularly with the 
classroom teachers at Center 
School, trying to coordinate bet-

He has been a resi¬ 
dent of Greenbelt for 21 years,

Apartments for 10 years, Wind¬ 
sor Green townhouses for nine 
years and Greenbrook single 
family homes for two years. He 
and his wife, Becky, are raising 
three children—Kim. 20; Ryan. 
10; and Amy, 8. He was born in 
Hazelton, Pennsylvania and lat¬ 
er moved to Baltimore. 

Putens has been employed by 
the Federal Government for 16 
years and is currently working

Alternative Solutions 

Traffic is becoming our big¬ 
gest problem. The highway pro¬ 
ject for the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway interchange at 
Greenbelt Road is scheduled to 
begin construction next year. The 
current design calls for moving 
the current northbound ramp at 
Greenbelt Road a little more 
north so that cars do not back 
up on the parkway as they exit. 
It will create the need for an 
additional light on Greenbelt 
Road but the current intersec¬ 
tion will become two “T” inter¬ 
sections. This plan involves cut¬ 
ting down nmnv Greenbelt trees 
and has an adverse impact on 
the Greenbriar Community Cen¬ 
ter. 

The main problem with this 
plan is that traffic heading north 
on the Parkway and exiting east 
on Greenbelt Road (this includes 
some beltway traffic into Green¬ 
belt east) will first go under 
Greenbelt Road and then must 
recross (make a left from the 
exit ramp) Greenbelt Road. This 
is a problem because Greenbelt 
Road is very heavily congested 
and is only going to get worse. 
This section of Greenbelt Road 
is the only connection from the 
east parts of Greenbelt to the 
Beltway, Parkway and future 
Metro station. 

There are two alternative so¬ 
lutions. both involving the same 
concept, If the traffic from the 
northbound Parkway onto east- 
bound Greenbelt Road exits on 
the south side of Greenbelt Road, 
then it would not have to recross 
Greenbelt Road. This would help 
with the traffic problem on 
Greenbelt Road, in one of two 
ways. The cheapest, simplest, but 
not as safe solution is to put the 
ramp at grade level and allow 
traffic from the Beltway onto 
the northbound Parkway to 
merge through the existing 
Beltway traffic. The traffic ex¬ 
perts need to say if this is fea¬ 
sible from a safety point of view, 
The better (more expensive) al¬ 
ternative is to build a ramp over 
the Beltway to the northbound 
Parkway ramp. Both the Park¬ 
way and Greenbelt Road are 
above grade and this ramp would 
provide a safe exit. 

Greenbelt needs to unite on 
this matter, which is controlled 
at the federal level but which 
will have a large impact on 
Greenbelt. We must work to¬ 
gether to save the trees and keep 
our own roads usable.

COMMUNITY CENTER 
TASK FORCE 


On June 27, 1989, citizens of Greenbelt approved $3 
million in bonds to finance a community center and ex¬ 
pressed preference for establishing such a community 
center at Center School. 

Council has established a Community Center Task Force 
to be responsible for the development of a plan and 
guidelines for the reutilization of Center School as a 
community center after it is transferred to the city. 
This shall include the allocation of space to various special 
uses and activities. 

The task force shall consist of six citizen members, pref¬ 
erably some with background in architecture and historic 
preservation, and from the business community. In addi¬ 
tion to the six citizen members, the task force shall in¬ 
clude one representative each of the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board, Park and Recreation Advisory Board, 
Community Relations Advisory Board, Greenbelt Arts 
Advisory Committee, and the Senior Citizen Task Force. 
The Community Center Task Force shall: 

1) Review and consider the evolution of the community 
center idea from its inception in the early 1980s, in¬ 
cluding concept plans, use proposals, surveys, and 
community needs. 

2) Evaluate the need to preserve the architectural in¬ 
tegrity of the Center School building which is listed 
in the Register of Historic Places, as well as the 
relationship of the use of the building to the original 
Greenbelt town plan as relates to the reutilization of 
the building. 

3) Conduct public meetings to solicit public input on 
the community center idea. 

4) Prepare a report to the City Council recommending 
a usage plan for the community center.

for the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration, He is Chief of the Op¬ 
erations Branch in FDA’s Divi¬ 
sion of Human Resources. Putens 
has served in a variety of man¬ 
agement and staff positions for 
the U.S. Department of Labor, 
the Office of Personnel Manage¬ 
ment and the U.S, Postal Ser¬ 
vice. 

As a council member, Putens 
has taken a leading role on sen¬ 
ior citizen concerns and initiated 
establishment of the Senior Citi¬ 
zen Task Force. He has been 
active in efforts to control de¬ 
velopment and address the traf¬ 
fic concerns arising from pro¬ 
posed developments. He was the 
leader in the eventually success¬ 
ful effort to have a traffic light 
installed at Greenbelt and Man- 
dan Roads. Putens helped in¬ 
itiate the Council’s drug-free 
school zone proposal, which was 
adopted by the State Legislature 
following a recommendation by 
the City Council. He initiated the 
1988 Council action to improve 
zoning code enforcement in the 
city's shopping centers. He also 
initiated the idea of a quarterly 
city newsletter, which began pub¬ 
lication in 1988. 

Prior to his service on the 
council, Putens served as chair¬ 
man of the Community Relations 
Advisory Board (CRAB)), which 
developed the proposal to estab¬ 
lish the City's Crime Prevention 
Committee. He was one of the 
original members of the Wind¬ 
sor Green Board of Directors 
and wrote its committee by-laws 
and architectural control guide¬ 
lines. He served on that board 
for eight years. 

Putens is also active in a va¬ 
riety of community organizations. 
He is a member of Citizens for 
Greenbelt and a charter member 


of the Greenbelt Consumer Co-op. 
Putens is a member of the 
Greenbelt Jaycees, the Greenbelt 
Cultural Arts Center, and the 
Eleanor and Franklin Roosevelt 
Democratic Club. As a parent of 
two younger children, he is an 
active participant in the Green¬ 
belt Boys and Girls Club soccer 
and cheerleaders programs and 
the Greenbelt Little League. Pu¬ 
tens previously earned a black 
belt in karate and from 1968 cc

above the Co-op grocery store. 

While on the city council, Pu¬ 
tens has served on numerous 
county, state and national com¬ 
mittees.

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Apartments, Audit Reports 
Discussed by GHI Board

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc., Board of Directors at its 
regular meeting on August 17 reviewed a report by the 
audit committee regarding parliamentary procedures at 
the annual meeting, the use of credit cards, and a statement 
of conflict of interest in those matters where board members 
abstain from voting because of a potential conflict. The 
board heard second-quarter staff reports. Earlier the GDC 
Board of Directors met, clearing the way for renovation 
of the GDC apartments. This will make them the “premier 
apartments of this type” in Greenbelt, according to Jay 
Friedman, head of Contract and Technical Services. 


GDC Apartments 

The major renovation in the 
GDC apartments will involve re¬ 
placement of boilers and instal¬ 
lation of heat pumps to provide 
both heating and air conditioning 
to the units. Although the heat 
pumps cannot be installed until 
after the heating system is in 
place, they should be operating 
by mid-June, 

Among the other improvements 
are replacing building entry 
doors, converting electrical ser¬ 
vice from fuses to circuit break¬ 
ers, and installing rear entry 
lighting. To improve security, 
residents will now have a buzzer 
system to approve access to the 
building by visitors. The exterior 
of the buildings will be painted 
and roofs repaired. Gutters and 
downspouts will be replaced. The 
board deferred a decision on ex¬ 
panding the available parking 
at this time. The total cost of 
the project is estimated at 
$285,000. 

The board next turned to a 
discussion of financing for the 
project and explored these op¬ 
tions: self-financing or long¬ 

term* fixed-rate loan. The board 
found self-financing the most ap¬ 
pealing and directed management 
to pursue this approach and de¬ 
velop a detailed proposal. Under 
self-financing, GHI would finance 
GDC rehabilitation under terms 
advantageous to both GHI and 
GDC. 

With these improvements, resi¬ 
dents can expect a rent increase. 
The Board directed management 
to provide as much notice as 
possible to residents and consider 
phasing in the rent increase, if 
appropriate. In response to ques¬ 
tions on rents in comparable 
units in the area, management 
replied that GDC rents were 
uniformly lower. There is a 
waiting list and low turnover on 
the GDC apartments. All in all, 
management felt that the GDC 
apartments were a good buy for 
tenants. 

Audit Committee Report 

The audit committee reviewed 
its three reports that have been 
submitted recently to the board. 
The first dealt with the issue of 
a recount of a close vote at the 
May annual meeting and the 
more general question of operat¬ 
ing rules at the meeting. The 
committee suggested that the 
board might want to take some 
action based on these issues; 

(1) There is some question of 
compliance with Robert’s Rules 
of Order regarding a recount of 
a vote. (2) If a member requests 
a recount on a close vote, in the 
interest of fairness, should this 
be granted regardless of com¬ 
pliance with the specific provis¬ 
ions of Robert’s Rules? (3) Do 
these questions cast any doubt 
on the bylaw change actually ap¬ 
proved at the annual meeting in 
the vote under question? It was 
pointed out that there are many 
editions of Robert's Rules of Or¬ 


der and that a specific edition 
should be cited for the meet¬ 
ing. Director Ray McCawiey re¬ 
minded members that at past 
meetings appropriate sections of 
Robert's have been available and 
it was recommended that the 
meeting begin with the adoption 
of the parliamentary rules to be 
followed. It was decided that 
there would undoubtedly be more 
discussion and recommendations 
before the next annual meeting. 

The second recommendation 
seemed already in effect when 
board member Andrea Haslinger 
excused herself on voting on an 
approval of a three-year sublease 
of her unit during a three-year 
overseas job assignment. The 
audit committee recommended 
that board members who excuse 
themselves from voting on issues 
which may be of potential or 
apparent conflict should indicate 
for the record why they are ab¬ 
staining. 

A third report from the audit 
committee outlined the check 
writing procedures and use of 
the GHI credit card, originally 
obtained for travel expenses. The 
audit committee outlined an ex¬ 
panded use of the credit card 
and noted that past boards have 
not established a policy on credit 
card use and that the bylaws are 
not specific. The committee rec¬ 
ommended that the policy be re¬ 
viewed and modified if necessary 
to ensure appropriate use and 
documentation of that use. 

Quarterly Staff Reports 

Member sendees staff logged 
297 phone calls from members. 


Heading for the Shore? 

Beware of the Mosquitoes 

Although no human cases have 
been reported in the state since 
1982, the Maryland Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene 
is urging people heading for the 
Eastern Shore to protect them¬ 
selves from mosquito bites in 
light of cases of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis (EEE) reported in 
horses. At least two cases have 
been confirmed and another 29 
cases are suspected in horses on 
the Eastern Shore since July. 

EEE is spread by mosquitos 
to birds, horses, and rarely to 
humans. Humans can only get 
the disease from mosquito bites, 
not from contact with infected 
people, horses, or birds. Symp¬ 
toms in peopie include fever, con¬ 
fusion, headaches, and occasion¬ 
ally convulsions. Death may re¬ 
sult. 

People should reduce exposure 
to mosauitoes by using effective 
repellents, avoiding the outdoors 
at peak mosquito times (dusk), 
keeping screens in good repair, 

received 48 visitors to the office, 
and made 126 field visits in the 
community. Some 28 formal com¬ 
plaints were registered with tho 
department and all were resolved. 
A new member orientation social 
was held in April and 17 of the 
42 new members who joined dur¬ 
ing the quarter attended. 

The maintenance department 
received 4.162 calls this quarter, 
with the majority 3,804 for gen¬ 
eral work orders. Response time 
is currently two days or less ex¬ 
cept for special programs such 
as porches, decks, and trees. 

The Fiscal Department pro¬ 
vided a report on computeriza¬ 
tion and Contracts and Techni¬ 
cal Services reported a total of 
11 pre-purchase orientations con¬ 
ducted for prospective members, 
with a total of 104 people in 
attendance. 

Other 

The board agreed to meet with 
the Finance Committee in the 
near future and set meeting 
dates for upcoming months to 
avoid holidays and the ECHO 
conference, in late October. On 
a final note. Joe Whalen of GHI 
reports that the GHI Greer.hoi- 
nets softball team ended a 
splendid season with a 6 win- 
3 loss record.

Bill Enhances Integrity 
Of Master Plan Process 

A bill to enhance the integrity 
of the Master Plan process has 
been adopted by the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Council. In an 8-1 
vote on Tuesday September 5. 
Council a^OTitpd CR-fi8. a 
al of Council Member Richard 
J. Castaldi. 

The bill enacts a postponement 
period to halt the processing of 
zoning applications. beginning 
with the Planning Board’s adop¬ 
tion of the Master Plan. Prior 
to the adoption of CR-68, this 
postponement period did not oc¬ 
cur until the initiation of the 
Sectional Map Amendment by the 
Di« f ~<ct Council, thereby under¬ 
mining the integrity of the new¬ 
ly adopted Master Plan. 

Castaldi first presented CB-68 
to the County in 1987 when he 
not^d that there were a number 
of problems associated with the 
Master Plan process. “Both the 
Planning Board and the District 
Council faced the dilemma of 
making recommendations on var¬ 
ious zoning applications based on 

thp old M**-tor 

although the new Master Plan 
had already been a^ont rt d by the 
Planning Board. The Planning 
Beard and District Council were 
restricted by law* from using the 
new Master Plan until it rpceived 
final *r>nr 0 val hv the District 
Council.” he explains. 

Castaldi contends that, prior 
to the adoption of CB-68, devel¬ 
opers sought zoning changes in 
an attempt to circumvent the ef¬ 
forts of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee, and the implementa¬ 
tion of the newly adopted Master 
Plan. . . . 

Castaldi notes that “by initiat¬ 
ing the Master Plan postoone 
ment period at the point of Plan¬ 
ning Board adoption, the District 
Council will be able to delav land 
use decisions until the newly ad- 
oned Master Pan is approved, 
Tn addition, CB-68 will reduce the 
processing time for Master Plan 
and Sectional Map Amendments 
by as much as six years,

County's Recycling Plans 

Progressing on Schedule 

Prince Georges County has 
submitted on schedule its pre¬ 
liminary recycling plan to the 
State as required under the 
Maryland Recycling Act of 1988. 

Under State law. the county is 
required to implement a recy¬ 
cling plan by January 1. 1994, 
to reduce 20 percent of the coun¬ 
ty's solid waste stream. The 
county has adopted a local volun¬ 
tary solid waste recycling initia¬ 
tive. The county's voluntary 
program has a goal to recycle 
25 percent of the waste stream 
by 1995, -30 percent by 1997, and 
35 percent by 1999. If the goals 
are not achieved voluntarily, 
mandatory requirements cou’d be 
enacted. 

The county has also adopted 
a ten-year solid waste manage¬ 
ment plan that provides for the 
establishment of materials re¬ 
covery facilities to process mixed 
recyclables and commercial waste 
materials into marketable com¬ 
modities. It also provides for the 
expansion of the Sandy Hill 
Landfill and establishing a fa- 
edity for composting yard 
wastes.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again: 

A question arose this week: how can a block expansion plug 
(commonly known as a freeze plug) go bad when the temperature 
is above freezing? Well, here’s what happens. Cooling system 
components deteriorate and contaminants form inside the "hoses, 
especially if you prolong anti-freeze flushes to biyear intervals. 
The contaminants in the hoses fall into the bottom of the engine 
block because they are heavier than the coolant. A build-up starts. 
This buildup of contamination gets behind the block plug and 
starts to corrode it from the inside. Thus, it starts to leak and 
seep. 

For this type of problem, it is very important that a proper 
cooling system preventive maintenance schedule be adhered to. Also, 
to take care of a build-up of contamination, most engines have 
engine block drains. This aids in proper engine flushing by letting 
the contamination out, since the drains are located at the lower 
portion of the cooling water jackets. Once cleaned to the best you 
can. close up all drains and refill with antifreeze. 

Also, don’t forget to clean out the coolant recovery bottle 
mounted off to the side. This is probably also contaminated and 
can reintroduce contamination if left unwashed.
